Penobscot County Farmers' Club. 


A meeting of the Penobscot Farmers' 


Club was held at the Town Hall in Holden, 
on Saturday, March 5th. The day w.as fine 
and sleighing splendid, which brought ont 
a large number of farmers and their wives. 
At the hour appointed the President, C. II. 
Dole, called the meeting to order, and with 
a few remarks announced the topic—"The 
needs, system and economy in'farming." 


Discussion opened by II. M. Shaw, Esq., 


of Eddington. 
i Our Club is becoming 


quite an old and popular institution, und 
by looking back a few years, we can pee 
that many of us do not practice the same 
course in our farm operations at the pres- 
ent time that 'we did then. Then we did 
just what we were obliged to and found 
most convenient, but attending these meet- 
ings gave us a desire to try and do better, 
more fully realizing what our needs were, 
the necessity of a better system, and using 
more economy in managing our farm operj- 
atlons. There are many farmers that dj> 
not have any system, while there nre oth- 
e^s that have more system than economy; 


e many farmers that in coldweath- 


of the great needs of the farmer is good 
health and a live, go-ahead man of energy 
and enterprise. Then another great need 
is better implements on ma'oy of our farms 
if they arc to be cultivated with economy. 
I find that .our modern 'plows are a great 
Improvement over those >ve formerly used, 
and at the present time most farmers have 
more systerp in feeding their stock. 


Mr. Staples, of Bangor—I tind that with 


me one of the greatest needs is more capi- 
tal, and I think that is the case with most 
of the farmers in this county, and for this 
reason they are not cultivated as profit-

As to spread- 
ing manure in the winter; a few years ago

A Dialer Indian Burial.

All my visits to the settlements, as well 
as all my observations ot the Indians onl 
the road-to'.he town, jogging [on their 
starved ponies), or strolling) by the side ot 
their heavily-lloaded squaws, had served 
to fix my impression of them, aa a silent, 
ifelanoholy; and suspicious little handful 
of people, thilr few gutteral words so 
ugly thattheU was no encouragement In 
the sound to' utter many of them, ind 
their experlei ce of the world 30 full of 
betrayals and morose endurance was the 
best weapon against more extended de- 
ception. It w.is, therefore, with a shock' 
of surprise wjien I began to climb the 
barrep., stony, vlndswept hill where tjeir 
burial ground was, and the character of 
their mournirig fully revealed itseK to 
me, that I perceived what a barbaric 
abandonment of grief custom and feeling 
united to makie them give way x> on oc- 
casions like th* death of one of tl.eir men. 


More than fifty m^n, women and chil- 


dren were sltttag upon the ground half- 
way up the hillside, walling, crying, rock- 
ing flieir bodifS and gabbing long sen- 
tences, which jhey would hurriedly re- 
commence as soon as Bnished, with a long, 
gasping sigh. ,Most of the s oung women 
wore red handkerchiefs on their healds, 
many had chillren with them wrapped iu 
gaurty shawls. Upon a bowlder af, a little 
distance two children, 8 or.9 years rid, 
had climbed, tnd were surveying their 
elders with cynical curiosity. The old 
squaws, with tlieir gray hair cut short 
and their blankets pinned awkwardly 
about them, all trace |of sex battered from 
their faces Ity • exposure and hard work, 
for the DigRei has no compassion for age, 
were pitiful objects in their senile grief. 


TnE ArGUISH OF A SlO JRNER. 


I went close to the grave. It was wide, 


but shallow, and two. coffins were exposed 
to view. Tit dead man, WM to be burled 
by the side of his mother, who died two 
years earlier, They were just putting in th'e 
last of his effects, a pickax, she head and 
handle separately. At the edge of the 
•grave stbod fc young woman of T or 8 and 
20, barefooted and lightly clad in a thin 
brown cottor gow,n. She wauld drag her 
long, heavy black hair over her face -n a 
frenzy^ of anguish, and then push it away, 
moaning and showing the sharpened feat- 
ures and sunken cheeks of the consump- 
tive. To my horror, for the action was 
dreadfully suggestive ot living burial, she 
leaped into the grave and :lung herself 
upon one of , the coffins. A man followed 
her aud carefully arranged her dress 
about her fe at. The poor creature groaned, 
and cried ani made Caressing little noises 
as she presstd her hands nervously about 
the sides of the head of the coffin, outlin- 
ing Its grim shape. At last o je of the men 
lifted her up tnd ott of thfe grave, ex-- 
hausted and iliert. She sank down by aa 
old man who sat with his back to the 
grave, and lay for the rest of the cererr ony 
between his knees, with her head on his 
breast, her wild hair ne'arly covering her 
child, around whom the old nan kept one 
arm.
